species of weevils, Cionus scrophulariae and C. alauda, and an aphid, 
Aphis verbasci , normally restricted to Scrophulariaceae, have also 
been reported as feeding on buddleia (Owen and Whiteway 1980, 
Read 1978). It is likely that C. verbasci occurs within the natural 
range of B . davidii in China (Hampson 1906) but I have been unable 
to establish, one way or the other, if buddleia-feeding also occurs in 
China. 
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SPARGANIA LUCTUATA (D. & S.) IN NORFOLK. - A colony 
of the White-banded Carpet was noted among deciduous shrubs 
and trees bordering a coniferous forest near Great Hockham, Norfolk 
in June 1983.
